A VERY POOR LAW,

A SHOCKING accident occurred on Friday evening on the York

Richardson 
was thrown on to the line he bad just left, and was run over and 
killed on the spot by the goods train ; while Craggs was hurled 
in the other direction, and fell clear of the Jine into a ditch, his 
body Е observed by the engine-driver ая a black mass flying 
through the air at a height equal to that of the fannel of the 
engine. He is not dead, but hus sustained a compound fracture 
of the skull and other injuries, and is not expected to survive, 

Tux official inquiry at the Farnham Workhouse by Mr. Lambert 
and Dr. E. Smith was closed on Saturday. Тһе evidence taken 
since our last report included that of Captain Newcombe, a magis- 
trate of Surrey and Hants, and an ex-officio guardian. He stated 
that up to a late period he had been on the visiting committee, and 
had inspected the house much oftener than he had entered his 
name in the visitors’ book. He had had great experience in the 
inspection of barracks, at which he had never seen anything 
better or cleaner than what he found at Farnham Workhouse 
until the last few months, and then it was not so very bad, although 
he was not much struck with the general cleanliness, The ob- 
jections to the children’s day-room were ridiculous and frivolous, 
considering where the children came from. He considered the 
complaints of the Lancet as merely a clap-trap newspaper business, 
and that although the inquiry was not necessary it might do good 
generally. Mr. Eve, another guardian, srid the article in the 
Lancet was unfair unjust. The guardians sought the public 
inquiry, and it was at their request that it was granted. Mr. 
Sargent, the late master, was also examined, and categorically 
denied nearly all the charges made against him in he course of the 
investigation. The proceedings commenced on Saturday with the 
address of Mr. Barrow in refutation of the charges, and in support 
of the evidence brought forward on behalf of the guardians, Mr. 
A. Smith replied on behalf of the Lancet commissioners, after 
which the proceedings terminated. 

THE trial of the Alton murderer, Frederick Baker, at Winchester, 
was brought to a close on Friday evening at about half. past seven 
o'clock.

THE DELIVERY OF LETTERS. 


Tun Government having monopolised all profits arising from the 
carriage of letters, is bound to take every conceivable precaution to 
ensure their safe delivery. It professes, indeed, to do so. But 
whenever a letter miscarries, a circumstance of very frequent oc- 
currence, it rarely happens that the missing packet is ever heard 
of again. Complaints, it must be admitted, are listened to with 
commendable patience and courtesy, but after a certain time a 
letter will be received reporting the unsuccessfalness of the “ fall 
inquiry which hasbeen made. At the same time ‘he applicant is 
impressed with the “ necessity of réxistering every letter containing 

у or other valuable enclosure ; as by registration a letter is 
subject to а system of check which renders its failure highly im- 
probable.” That із to say, the Government undertakes to deliver 
a letter of a certain weight for one penny; but if it be desired that 
the letter should bo delivered, a further payment of fourpence is 
required. In consideration of this additional sum, at the rate of 
good | 400 per cent., it is “ highly probable” that such letter will reach 
its destination. Shon'd it uot do so however, “ fall inquiry will 
be made.“ which, it is, “highly probable,” wiil also prove unsuc- 
cessful.

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON—EXAMINATIONS FOR 
WOMEN. 

To all who take an interest in promoting the cause of the higher 
education of women, there is coustamtly presented а great difficulty 
in the absence of any recognised standard by which female attain- 
ments cin be judged. Definite examinations furnish in the 
education of men а point at which to aim; and in their lists of 
results, and the degrecs and hhmours to be gained by passing them, 
afford a corininty tuat this pJint has been attained with more or less 
success. But fur women there is nothing equivalent. They have 
no etandird by which they can judge themselves, no impartial 
examination which can afford test fur thir working. Teachers 
of gills invariably find this а сиу Why should we work 
hard r” say the girls; “toere ts sothing to gain by it.“ It is all 
very well to pur before theta the motives of doing their duty, 
pleasing their parents, and so forth; but such stimulants to mental 
ехегИоц are spisinotic in action, and frequently ineffectual in 
result. An examination ta be pissed, a definite place to be 
attuined—there ure things to be understood and worked for, and 
there is no valid reason with which we are acquainted for denying 
such an object of ambition to girls any more than to boys. 

A step ш this direction, whieh we have no hesitation in calling 
the right опе, was made when girls were admitted to the examina- 
tions, which the Cambridge authorities had originated and con- 
ducted fur boys, Many objectious were made to the movoment, 
but ail have been met; and it has been shown by е; i that 
girls, when properly prepared, are as capable of standing the test 
of regular examination as boys, The fact is, that it is ridiculous te 
say tunt girls cannot do this or that in the way of examination, or 
of intellectual attainment, without having afforded them any 
opportunity of testing their powers. When they bave had a fair 
trial, and have failed, it will be time to say that they are not fit to 
accomplish certain things; but until then people ought not to be 
quite во ready, as they generally show themselves, to dogmatise on 
the matter. 

‘The Cambridge examinations, good ав they are as far as they ко, 
have, however, the drawback that they are intended wy г 
young persons not above eighteen, and that attainments made by 
women after that age are still without definite standard. 

‘To шест this acknowledged deticiency, the University of London 
has, however, made what it doubtless considered a very great con- 
cession. Her Gracious Majesty granted, in the autumn of this 
year, to the University of London, a supplemental charter, which 
confers upon its officers tho power of admitting women to certain 
examinations, and of conferring upon them certificates of profi- 
ciency in certain specified subjects. 

‘Tne examiuations which ure to take place in virtue of this 
charter are for women ouly. А special provision is that“ no male 
person shall be admitted a candidate to any such examination,” 
‘The subjects on which the examinations are to be held are to be 
those of“ Literature, Science, and Art.“ To successful candidates 
certificates of proticiency will be granted under the seal of the 
University of London, After the examination the names of the 
successful cansidates are to be declared, together with particulara 
of the qualitications which they have displayed for enabling them 
to receive these certilicates. Tho charter provides for the payment 
of гелчопа\е fees by the candidates in respect of the examination; 
and it orders that no examiner shall be eligible for re-election more 
than four years cons ecu'ively ; and also makes a curious and some- 
what unintelligible provision, “ that no Fellow (of the University 
of Loudon) shall be eligible as an examiner.” 

Tois charter is worth some cousideration, To many it will 
doub less appear that the admission of women to any sort of autho- 
rised examination, and the permission accorded of taking some 
recognized standing in right of having passed such an examination, 
is a very great point gained. 
us to nge isan extremely important on», and at once indicates that 
the proposed examinations in coonection with the University of 
Loudon are intended to take a higher place than the local exami- 
nations under the auspices of the Cambridge authorities. It is said 
also taat in the subjects waich are chosen, the examination will 
equalia diliculty that passed by students at the University of 
London at their matriculation. 

Wuile we ackuowleuge that it is well to have an authoritative 
standard wuich may be held up as desirable of attainment, it is 
aiso ty be rcimembered that there are certain statements to be 
which may show that the advantages offered are not, after all, @

No one knows as yet what the standard preposed will be, The 
questions eet will, doubtless, have reference more to what the 
ex uniners imagine women will be able to answer than what le con- 
sidered a reasonable stan tard of attainment for апу educated per- 
eons Agen, certain subj cts only are to be opened to women, 
These иге literature, science, and art, Medicine (which is digtin- 
вш», а trom science in the wording of the charter) is not one of 
the subjects opened to women, though it is that with regard to 
which women have becn making the greatest efforts to open a 
course for themselves. In fact, this new proposal, well-intentioned 
as it doabiless is, may yet be looked upon with some suspicion. 
It is нк if the new certiticates were offered to women ав а boundary 
beyond which they must not desire to pass. А 

Perhaps it way be considered that too much is asked when it is 
proposed that, if the examinations are opened at all they should be 
opened on equal terms to women and men, No doubt the Univer- 
sity authorities regard themselves ив having done а very advanced 
and jiberal action in allowing examinations to woren at all. Bat 
it is felt by many who have interested themselves as to women's 
education, that such к half measure as this is almost worse 
than no movement at all. 

lt still remains to be seen whether these examinations will 
be productive of the good which is hoped. We have to learn 
what kind of questions are to be put, what standard the candi- 
dates will be expected to have attained, and whether sach a 
posttion as is offered by the possession of the certificate of com- 
petency promised, will be considered sufficient stimulus to in- 
uuce шапу to come forward as candidates.—

White t is best for those whose 
e-sight is not strong, since writing is more easily read upon it 
than upon a dull colour; at the same time it has the objection in 
winter, when little else but labels appear above ground, of making 
your borders appear like a cemetery of miniature tombstones, 
therefore prefer using paint of alight brown, or drab colour, as 
being less conspicuous. 


Now that we are beginning to appreciate the luxury of a great- 
coat, it is а seasonable time to talk about protection of plants. If 
we had more snow, we should have the less need for artificially 
protecting tender plants; for snow is Nature's own great-coat, 
and is a better one than anything of human inverftion ; it protects 
alike against frost, hail, and wind. Few seem to know how little 
the roots of plants are influenced by frost when more than six 
inches deep. Anything planted a foot deep is quite out of the 
reach of any frost that occurs in England, siace even in wet clay 
soils, where frost penetrates deeper than elsewhere, it has not been 
known to get more than ten, rarely more than seven inches from 
the surface. There are ey pianis, however, that will not grow 
if planted so deeply as to be beyond the effects of frost. For these 
it — necessary, if they are liable to be killed by frost, to 
provide protection of some kind. It doubtless goes much against 
the grain with amateurs to allow any “‘littery mess ” to lie about; 
nevertheless, there is such уаз in a covering of dead leaves, 
manure, or straw, all through the frost, that those who have thus 
protected their flower borders for one winter will fini so much 
advantage from it next season in strength of foliage, profusion of 
bloom, and absence of dead ones, that even the greatest sticklers 
for apple-pie order (whatever that particular description of neat- 
ness may be) will be henceforth induced to pocket his prejudices, 
aud calmly make up his mind to submit to the trouble of sweep- 


ing up а little oftener, for the sake of the benefit which he is to 
У | derive from the disorderly litter.

penetrates the earth seems to indicate that it only requires а corre- 
sponding depth of cov to keep the frost from touching the 
sur face of the earth; and this is found to be more or less true; the 
difference varying of course with the nature of the covering. The 
greatest risk in the protection of tender plants in the open ground 
arises, not from the sharp frosts of January, but from the slighter 
frosts of May, after the few warm days ia April have started 

ation into active life; it is then that we ure tempted to re- 


move the protection which has carried us safely through the 


severest weather, and it is by this premature removal that 
plants are lost. People seem to forget that the same walls 
roof screen them alike from scorching sun and nipping cold, so 
the covering which tects the ground from a cold atmosphere 
will also prevent its being influenced by a warm atmosphere ; and 
will, by being left on till all risk of late frosts is over, enable the 

lants to bloom just as soon and much more healthily than if they 
had begun to grow sooner and had been checked. 


Protection from the wind is a matter not to be neglected ; indeed 
we аге strongly of opinion that there are more mishaps in the 
world of so-called hardy planta from easterly wind than from any 
ordinary frosts. It is well known bow differently the same kind 
of plant is uffected by one night's frost in different parts of the 
garden, and if the situations are examined it will be found that 
exposureor non-exposure to wind will generally prove to be the cause 
of the difference. Plants are influenced nearly if not quite as much 
as animals by the action of air in motion; and doubtless they, as 
well as we, find the air to be much warmer in calm than in т 
weather, though the thermometer may register the same on еас 
occasion. To anyone who doubts this it is easy to prove the fact 
by using water instead of air. Put your feet into a bath where 
the water is too hot to be comfortable; keep your feet quite still, 
and after the first twinge you can just bear to keep them there and 
no more; but only attempt to move them about, and the water at 
once feels во many degrees hotter that you gladly take your feet 
out. Now, there із evidently no increased heat here; it is merely 
the difference between water stlll and water in motion. And the 
sensation would be similar if iced water instead of hot water, were 
poured into your foot-bath. 

The explanation of it is this; where an object (say a human 
being, or а plant) ів exposed to a still atmosphere of в temperature 
somewhat higher or lower than its own temperature, the object

And so the north-east lo tho ообой wind wa hats, 
because it comes from cold regione, and has lost nearly all ite 
moisture while crossing Norway and Sweden. 

It is from the northerly and easterly winds, therefore, that 
screens should be placed to protect plants that are liable to inju

exchanged by consumers for the bottles sent by the 
respectable wine merchant, who must either refuse 
them, which is often impossible—or not his interest to 
do so; destroy them, which no one supposes; use 
them, which he won't; or sell them at а loss to others, 
who in re-filling them delude the buyer, inflict a wrong 
on the wine trade generally, give occasion for a vast 
amount of unnecessary labour, and becomes a source 
of tricky opposition to the fair trader, who suffers. 

These so-styled reputed quarts are neither honest, 
legal, nor convenient, and even if prepared for any 
reason whatever, should first be made subject to legal 
measurement and control, like all other measures ; be 
str'pped of their assumed reputed titles, which have 
brought much dispute on the bottle peerage; and 
with their illegitimate children, the reputed pints, be 
dubbed with some characteristic title. such as ‘‘sneaks” 
and half sneaks,” declaring what they actually are.
